In the Devotions for private Perfons^ 
there are Morning and Evening Prayers 
for every Day of the Week, to which are 
added Prayers for any intermediate Time of 
the Day. This was done without any inten^ 
iion of prefer thing to any one; and was 
chiefly defgned as a Means tofurnijli the, de- 
vout Chriftiaii with Variety of proper Pe- 
titions and ExpreJJionSy wherein to lay open 
his Wants before God; and that by making 
Ufe of the Prayers in juch a Method^ as the 
IVhole may be gone over in fame Jliort fpace 
of Time y he might be inftrudlcd in^ and re^ 
minded of fever al important Duties of a 
Chriftian Life. But after all^ every one is 
left to his own Difcretion^ to choofe, add,

omit, or alter, as he Jliall fee ft : Becaufe, 
as the Judgments ^;^^ Opinions of Mankind 
are very different %fo it can never he expelled 
that the fame Method, or Form of Prayer 
fhouldfuit all Ferfons ; or even the fame Per^- 
fon at ail Times. 

In the prefent Compofure^ no ftnall Pains 
have been taken^ to make the whole as gene^ 
rally ufefulas can be well expe&edina fFbrk 
of this Nature 2 but as the befi Performances 
have Imperfe6lions,y& /^« (to befure) is not 
without them. However^ it is hojied^ there 
are none fo gr^at^ but what a Cbri/lian may 
t^verlook for the Sake of that Good^ which ts 
intended by it. 

It is not pretended^ that the following 
'Prayers are all entirely new. There will be 
found among them feveral Colle&ions from 
other Books ; but thofe being fucb only as 
have been thought excellent in their Kind^ it 
was believed the whole would not be lefs ac-- 
cepable for that Reafon. And here par* 
ticular Acknowledgements ought to be made 
to the Wife and pious Author of The great 
iDuty of frequenting the Chriftian Sacri- 
fice ; from whence, with his Leave j fome 
Prayers in the Office of Humiliation^ and for 
the Communion^ have been €ollc£led.

THE Reafonablenefs as well as 'Necejjiiy 
of frequent Prayer, is a Truth fo 
well eftablifhed among Chriftians, that 
'tis hard to account how a Duty^ at- 
tended with fo many Advantages, fliould 
be io much hegkBed as it is : One would 
be apt to think, that fome Men, who pro* 
feis to believe that God is^ and that he is a 
Rewarder of them that diligently feek him\ 
are not in earneft, fince they are fo negli- 
gent in paying him that Duty of Homage 
and Adoration^ which even Nature itfclf, 
without the Help of RevelatioHy would 
teach them to be due from a Creature to 
his Creator. 
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ii A Difcourfe 

It is indeed a melancholy Refle6lion, to 
think with what paflionate Eagernefs Men 
purfue their fcveral Interefls in this World, 
(when they know, that the Fajhion of this 
World paffetjf away^ and that all their At- 
tainments muft in a (hort Time have an 
End) and how cold and heartlefs they are 
in profecuting that Hajifiinefs which is to 
laft to all Eternity. No Pains, no Solici- 
tations are thought too much for the one : 
but little, very little, is thought enough 
for the other ! But if we will attend to the 
Reafon and Nature of Things, and to the 
Voice of Jefus Ckriji in the Golpel, who 
came down from Heaven to conduft us in 
the Way that leads thither, we fhall fbon 
alter our Sentiments and Opinions. 

I do not fay this is the Pra6lice of all 
People ; God be praifcd, there are many 
who make Religion the chief Bufinefs of 
their Lives ; whofe Pcvotions are as con- 
flant and regular as the rifing and fetting 
of the Sun ; and who, not content with 
offering up a daily Morning and Evening 
Sacrifice of Prayer and Praife to God, do 
(as Daniel did) pray Three times a Day ; 
and befides, are continually fending up/iious 
Ejaculations to Heaven; fo that in the 

ftridlcft 
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ftriiaeft Senfe of the Apoftle's Meanings 
they may be faid /o fir ay without ceafing. 

But alas! how many are there, whofc 
Lives are the very reverfe of all this ; who 
feem to live without God in the World, 
and to own no Dependence on his Provi-» 
dence, nor to have any regard to a future 
Life; who feldom retire into their Clofets, 
unlels to form Proje6ls and Defigns of 
worldly Advantage, or to fee how their 
Accounts ftand in refpedl to the Affairs of 
this Life ! How many Families arc there, 
where the very Form and Appearance of 
Religion is almoft lofl! where Childrem 
and Servants, inflead pf being called to 
daily Prayers in the Family, have hardly 
the Example fet them of retiring in pri- 
vate ! 

What Methods thofe that profefs to be 
Chriflians, take to fatisfy themfelves in a 
conflant Negle<fl of fo plain and neceflary 
a Duty, as that of Private and Family 
Prayer^ I know not;, but fure they have 
little Thought how they will be able to 
aiifwer it at the hajl Day^ when they Ihall 
appear before the Judgment-feat of Chrifl:, 
there to give an Account how they have 
obfervcd the Precepts of Chriflianity, of 
which they cannot but know this is one, 
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That Men ought always to pray * ; Or, as- 
it is in another Place, that M^n pray every 
where^ lifting up holy Hands without fVrath 
and Doubting -f. 

In order, therefore, to convince fuch 
Men of the great Importance of praying 
frequently to God, and how inexcusable 
they are if they negle6t fo to do, I deiire 
they; would go along with mc in the fol- 
lowing Rcfleftions. 

, Gonfider that Prayer is a Duty enjoined 
MS purely for our own Sakes; a Duty, that 
is neither expenfive of our Time, nor of 
Eflates ; no depth of Learning, no Sub- 
tilty of Parts is required to the Practice of 
it; 'tis what the Meaneft as well as the 
Higheft may perform ; 'tis fuited to all Per- 
fons and all Conditions ; the Mifcrable 
and Afflicted, the Profperous and Happy, 
the Poor and the Rich, the Young and 
Gld, may all pray to God : lio Circum- 
fiance of Life can incapacitate us for this 
Duty ; it obliges all, for all are the Crea« 
tures of God, and depend upon him for 
all the Comforts and Conveniencies of Life; 
In him we live^ and move^ and have our 
Being ; and therefore (as the Pfalmijl ad- 
vifes) we Jliould worJJiip^ and fall down ^ and

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kneel before the Lord ou^Hi^ker ; and what 
engages us the more fb to do, is, that God 
hath been gracioufly pleafed to invite us to 
this Duty by the moft endearing Promifesi 
and annexed invaluable Bleflino;s to the duo 
Performance of it. He hath declared him-* 
felf to be a God hearing Prayer i and has 
promifed that He will give his Holy Spirit 
to them that a/k it^ Our Saviour has affured 
us, that if we pray to our Father ^johich /r iff 
fecret^ our Father which feeth in fecret^ will 
reward us openly^ ; and that whatfoevcr we 
a/k the Father in his name^ he zvill giv^ it 
us ^. If any of you^ fays St. James^ lack 
Wifdoniy let him ajk of G odj that giveth to 
all Men liberally^ and upbraideth^ not^ and 
itjhall be given him \. Nay, fo far has God 
been pleafed to condefcend in this Matter, 
as to appeal even to Men themfelyes for the 
Truth of it. What Man is there of you ^ 
fays our Saviour, whom if his Son aJk Bread j 
will he give him a Stone? Qr^ if he aJk et 
Fijlij will he give Jiim a Serpent ? If. ye^ 
then being evil^ know how to give good Giftt 
unto your Children^ how much more Jkall 
your pather which is in Heaven give gooct 
Things to them that aJk him %? As if he;

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fhould have faid^ • Was ever any earthly 
Parent deaf to the Wants and Cries of 
his Children : And if they afked for Food, 
did he deride their Neceflities, by giving 
them what it was impoffible they fhould 
eat ? If ye then that ar^ evil^ that is nig^ 
gardly and covetous^ know not how to 
relift the force of natural AfFeftions, how 
much rather ought ye to think, that your 
Father, which is in Heaven, who fees, 
and knows, and pities all your Wants ; 
He that is Goodnels itfelf, who delights 
in communicating the EfFefts of that 
Goodncfi, and whofe Love exceeds the 
Kindnefs of the moft tender Parent ! 
how much rather, I lay, ought ye to 
think, that fuch a Father will be ready 
to hear the Prayers of his Children that 
call upon Him ? It is certain, and you 
may be aflured, that he will hear them, 
and give good Gifts unto them that ajk 
kim.^ But he has made our ajking of 
them one Condition of our receiving them 
from him. 

And now, what higher Motives can we 
Wifli for, to excite our Performance of any 
Duty, than we have for this? What can 
we defire more to encourage our Addreffes 
to God by Prayer, than to be affured. That 

he 
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he will hear us ? He whp is the Lord of 
Heaven and Earth, whofe Goodnefs as well 
as Power is infinite, and who is as willing 
as he is able, to relieve our Wants ? O the 
mighty Power of Prayer ! who would ever 
be a Stranger to it ? Who that confidered 
the Excellency of Prayer, and what an In- 
ilrument it is of our Happincls both here 
and hereafter, would either neglefl it, or be 
remifs or carelefs in the Performance of 
it? 'Tis the higheft Privilege we are capa« 
ble of in this life ; by this wc converfe 
with God, and have an Intercourfe with 
Heaven. Prayer is a never-ceafing Spring 
of Comfort^ where we are invited to tafte 
freely, and frona whence proceeds fuchplea* 
fant Streams as will refrefti the Soul in alt 
the Troubles and Calamities of Life. Is 
any among you ajjiidled? fays St. James *, 
let him /iray. This was the conftant Prac- 
tice of the Pfalmijiy and from his own Ex- 
|)erience he has taught us what mighty 
Advantages attend it. When I am in Trouble^ 
fays he, / 'mill call ujion thee^ O Lord, for 
thou hearefi me. And in another Place, 
I fought the Lordf and he heard me, and 
delivered me from all my Fears \. In my 
Dijirefs I called upon the Lord, and cried 

♦ Jam r. I ^ t P^*J« xxxiv. 4. 
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unto my God; He heard my Voice out. of his 
Temple^ and my Cry came before himj even 
into his Ears *. Indeed, there is nothing 
in the World feems fo prevalent with God, 
as xht fervent Prayer of a righteo^us Man : 
We are told by JSt, James^ that it availeth 
much J when offered up hi behalf of others ; 
and to be fure, 'tis of no Icrfs Force^ when 
our own Wants are the Subjcft of it. 

Not that we are to conclude from hence» 
that all the Prayers, even of Vi.rig.hicms 
Man^ (hall immediately be anfvvcrcd by 
God: No, there may be many wife- Rea* 
Ions why God may fee fit to deny what 
we afk, or at leafi defer the granting it, 
as, for the Trial of our Faith^ or for the 
Exercife of fome Virtue in us; or becaufe 
we are not yet fit for the Bleffing we de* 
irfc ; or that we aflc for v*^hat he fees would 
be hurtful to usy or the like. . And there^ 
fore, we muft not underftahd thc^JPromifes 
which are made to Prayer, in an abfolute, 
but a limited Senfc; that is, that when we 
and our Prayers have thofe Qua/if cations 
w4iich are necedary.to make them accepta- 
ble to God, he will give us what we afk 
for, if he fees it fit for us : I fay, fit for 
us ; becaufe we may (and I doubt, frqm a 
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Fondnefs for the Things of this Life, or 
through Ignoraoce too often do) a(k fo? 
fuch Things as it may be great Mercy^ in 
God to deny us. 

In order, therefore, that our Prayers raay 
be acceptable to God,.three Things are to be 
confidered : ly?, The Qualificatiom of th^ 
Per/on praying : 2///^, The Matter of our 
Prayers; And 3^//^, Tht, Manner oi xhtm^ 

Pirjly The Qualifications of the Per/on 
praying. 

I. He that would pray fb as to be heard 
of God, fnuji lift up holy Hands ^ and a 
Jiure Heart. He muft not bring with hinn 
any unrejiented Sins ; but as God fpeaks by 
the Prophet Ifaiah upon the like Occalion^ 
He muji /lut away the Evil of his Doings^ 
— He muft ceafe to do Evil^ and learn to do 
well^. Or, as St. Peter advifes. Let h^m 
efchew Evil^ and do Good; for, as it folr 
lows in the next Verfe, The Eyes (f the 
Lord are over the Righteous ^ and his Ears 
are open unto their Prayers : But the Face 
of the Lord is again ft the fit that do Evil'f^ 
And to the fame Pufpofe, fays Solctmon^ 
The Sacrifice of the Wtckedis an j4^mina^ 
tion to the X»orJj . but the Prayer of the Up' 

right is his DeiightX.' If I incline unto

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Wickednefs in my Hearty fays holy Davids, 
the Lord will not hear me *. Indeed, there 
is nothing more evident from the whole 
Scope of the Scriptures^ than that G$^ 
"heareth not wilful and impenitent Sinners ; 
hut if any Man ke a WorJJiifiper of God*^ 
and doth his IVill^ him he heareth "^ ; as the 
blind Man that was reftored to Sight by 
our Saviour told the Pbarifees. In fhort. 
Sin is the rooft hateful Thing in the Sight 
of God, and therefore till a Man is come 
to a Senfe of his paft Offences, and is not 
only for ry for having oflfended God, bvit 
rcfolvcd by his Grace to amend for the fu- 
ture, he can never be faid to be in a fit 
Difpojition ta pray ; but as this is the low- 
eft Conception we can have of the Quali^ 
fcation I am fpeaking of, a Man muft not 
ftop here ; he muft put thofe good Refolu-- 
lions in Pradice, having always in view 
this Confideration, " That the greater At- 
•• tainments any one makes in a holy Life, 
•* the more acceptable will his Prayers be 
•* in the Sight of God/ 

2. Ay/r6>«^ Qualification refpefting the 
Perfon Jiraying^ is Charity or Love ; and 
that is K) neceflary, that though wejliould 
with the Tongues of Men and Angels^ 

and 
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and have not this Qualification, it would 
be to no Purpofe; our Prayers would bt 
but like founding Brafs or a tinkling Cymbal j 
empty and infignificant Sounds. There is 
nothing fb contrary to the Nature of God, 
nothing fb wide of the true fpirit of a 
Chriflian, as Bitternefs and Wratkj Malice^ 
and Envy: And therefore it is vain to 
think, that ever our Prayers can be accept- 
able to the God of Love, till we have put on^ 
astheEle&ofGodjBowels of Mercies ^ Kind-- 
nefsyHumblenefs of Mind ^ Meeknefs^ Long* 
fuffering^ forbearing one another^ andforgiv'^ 
ingone another*^ as St. Paul comnaands. 

3. A third Qualification is Faith. If 
any of you lack Wifdom^ fays St. y antes ^ let 
him a/k of God^ but let him ajk in Faitk^ 
nothing zvavering -f . Not that we are to 
underftand by this, that we muft never of- 
fer up our Prayers to God but with ^firm 
Beliefs that what we pray for fliall imme- 
diately be granted us. No; all that is re* 
quired of us in this Matter, is to come to 
the Throne of God with an humble C^^t^- 
dence in his Mercy, afTuredly believing that 
God is the hearer cf Prayer^ and that He 
is infinitely good and wife, and will deny 
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U3 nothing that he fees and knows to he fit 
for us. And from hence it will follow, 
. 4. As a fourth Qualification, That in 
all Things of a temporal Concern, we muft 
exercife an entire SubmiJJion to the Will of 
God. Not myWill^ but thine be done^ faid 
our blefled hord^ when he prayed that the 
bitter Cup might [lafs from him : And fo 
muft we too, whenever we pray for the Re- 
moving of prefent Evils, or the Procure- 
ment of any future Good of this Life. 
God indeed has been gracioufly pleafed to 
encourage us to lay our Wants before him ; 
but how far, and in what Manner, and 
when they fhall be relieved, is a Matter He 
has teferved to his own JDiJfiofa/; and we 
muft (and it is highly reafonable we fhould) 
acquiefce in all his Determinations con- 
cerning them : He only knows what is beft 
for us, amd what is moft fuitable to our pre- 
fent State : And therefore, a gocM Chrif- 
tian will be fure to leave the Iffue of his 
Prayers in God's Hands, not doubting but 
he will give, like a kind Father, to each of 
his dutiful Children, as much as he nced- 
cth, or as much as is uleful and fit, and 
from thence will take it for a Demonftra- 
tion, that what God gives him not, is not 
fit for him. 

5. A 
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5. A ffth Qualification of the Pcrfon 
praying is, That he hath a good Intention ; 
petitioning for thofe Things he alks to a 
good End. We muji not pray (as the Hy^ 
pocrites.do) that we may be feen of Men *• 
Neither muft we pray for any Thing that 
we may confume it upon our Lujis ^, as the 
intemperate Man Goes when he prays for 
Health, only that he may be ftill intempe- 
rate ; or the revengeful Man,whcn he prays 
for Authority, that he may have the more 
Power to effeft his evil Defigns ; for this is, 
as St. James fays, to ajk amifs ; and then 
no wonder ifwea/k and receive not\ : In^ 
deed, it is pure . Mercy in God to dtny us 
fuch llequefts ; and therefore if we defir« 
that he fhould hear our Prayers, we muft, 
as is faid before, make his Glory, and our 
own and others Salvation, our chief £;/^in 
prefenting them ; and all other Things are 
to be coniidered, only as they tend to pro- 
mote the one Thing needful. 

Secondly, We are to confider the matter 
of our Prayers. We are to take Care that 
we never a(k any thing of God but what is 
conformable to the divine Will, which are 
all fuch Things as He has promifed to 
give \ as Bleflings fpiritxial aiid temporal ;

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the former, God has promifed to the Faith* 
ful that difcharge their Duty, without any 
Condition ; the latter. He has promiied 
(e{pecially fuch Things as are neceflary for 
the Support ofLife)onlyin^^;^^rfl/ Terms y 
and not as our chief Good, but as an Ad- 
diticM> to it : From hence it is plain, that 
f/iiritual BleJJtngs are, in the firft Place, to 
be defired, and that fuch may be prayed for 
abfolutely ; and we may likewife petition for 
temjioral good Things ; but then, as I laid 
before, that muft be done with Submijponto 
the Will of God, whofe Wifdom, we are 
fure, knows what State and Condition 
of Life is better for us, than we do for 
durlelves. 

Thirdly y We muft confider the manner 
of our Prayers. 

I. Thry muft be offered up with Humi-^ 
lity and L40wUnefi. We muft endeavour ta 
poffefs our Minds with a juft Senfe of ouff 
own Unworthinefs, and how undeferving 
we are of the Mercies we pray for. And 
fince by Prayer we fpeak to .God, the Con- 
iideratioi^i of his divine Majefty, and of 
our own Sins, which have placed us at fuch 
a Diftance from him, ought to humble our 
Souk in his Sight ; and fince Man is com- 
pofcd of Body as well as Soul,, wc ought, 

whcB. 
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when it may be, to worjhiji God with botk^ 
and therein toiifefachPoftures oFBody, as 
may beft excite Humility in ourfelves and 
others ; in Publick^ the Pofture of kneeling 
is moft fit and decent; in Private we may 
nfe a greater Liberty ; and if we find Pro- 
ftration, or any other Pofture, more apt tp 
excite Devotion, wc ought to ufe it. 

And though many People's Condition 
may be fuch, that they cannot often have 
an Opportunity of Privacy and Retirement 
to fall upon their Knees, except at their 
Morning and Evening Prayers, yet a good 
Chriftjan, that truly loves and honours 
God, and is fenfible of his entire Dejien- 
dince upon him for Grace to refill Temp- 
tations, and to do his Duty, and to defend 
him againft the Evils and Calamities of this 
Life, will never make that a Pretence for 
not frequently praying to Him ; fuch an 
one, even in the midft of Bufinefs and Com- 
pany, will be fbmetimes lifting up his Heart 
to God in devout and pious Ejaculations ; 
and when alone (though walking or fland- 
ing) will many Times offer npa fhort and 
comprehenfive Prayer to Him, fuch as that 
our Saviour has taught us, or fomc fliort 
Colle6l of the Church, or the like. No 
Conditioo of Life can hinder a devout Mind 
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from this ; and, therefore, nothing fhould 
be made a Pretence for not doing it ; and 
this will be acci/ited by God when we have 
not an Opportunity to fall upon our Knees, 
and offer up a mpre folemn Prayer*. 

I hope, that no one will miftake me, as 
if I thought Ejaculaiory Prayer proper only 
for People of Bvifinefs ; it. is what 1 would 
recommend to all, even thofe of the greateft 
Leifure and Retirement, as being .not only 
very fileajtng in the Sight of God„but an ex^ 
cellent Means of keeping -.the Soul in a fit 
Difpofition to pray' to him in a more folemn 
Manner. 

2. Our Prayers muft be offered up with 
Fervency andDevotiany which requires, that 
what we utter (houldcome from the Heart; 
and, therefore, we muft not pfay in a c6ld, 
formal, and carelefs Manner, but with fuch 
Zeal and Earneftnefs, as is in fome Meafure 
fuitable to the Importance of the Things 
we pray for ; fome of which are of that 
infinite Monieot and Concern, that if we 
fhould not be heard, we are of all Creatures 
the moft miferable : And though wander- 
ing Thoughts will be apt to intrude them- 
felves into the Minds of the beft Chriflians, 
t thefe muft be laboured againft and la- 

ntedy and pardon for them aiked of Qod:^ 
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3. The laft Qualification reipefting the 
Manner oi o\^T Prayers, is Conftancy. We 
muft not pray by Fits and Starts, our De- 
votion fliould be conftant and uniform, l^e 
JJiould pray always and not fahit^\ as our 
Saviour has taught us in the Parable of the 
nnjuji Judge^ and never fuffer the Fervour 
6f our Minds to abate towards God, nor the 
Flame of our Devotion to langui(h or burn 
dim, but continuing con ft ant in Pray€r\^ 
(as the Afioftle exhorts) J/iou/d ivatch there^ 
unto with all Perfeverance\. 

Thefe, I think, are the chief Qualifictf'^ 
tions neceflary to make our Prayers a iStf- 
crijice holy and accefitable to God. And he 
that has thefe Difpofitions, and prays for 
fuch Things, and in fuch Manner as has 
been mentioned, may at all Times come 
boldly to the Throne oj Grace § (as the -4*?/^ 
//(? fpeaks) not doubting but he fhall obtain 
Mercy ^ and find Grace to help in Time of 
Need. But let him always remember, that 
it is through C/5r/y?that he mufl come ; He 
is our Addvoc ate with the Fathcr\\^ and ^/z- 
/lears in the Prefence of G od/or //j.j-. A nd 
therefore in his Nanie^ and through his 
Merits^ all ourPravers muft be offered up to 

m> I 
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God : For as there is no other Name under 
l^eaven whereby we can be faved^ fo nei- 
ther is there any otherName, not that of the 
greateft Saint or Angela wherein we muft 
pray, but in the Name oiChriflJefus only ; 
who is the Mediator of the New Covenant^ y 
and able tofave to the uttermofi them that 
come unto God by him^ feeing he ever liveth 
to make Intercejionfor us^^, 

I have only this Caution to add to what 
I have faid touching the Duty and Qualifi^ 
cations of Prayer ; that though Prayer is 
jan txctW^ntMeans oiGrace^ and a great In- 
' fimnient oiMoHnefs^ytt we are to confider, 
that it is but the means ftill ; and therefore 
we muft not reft in it, nor in any other 
Vteans of Religion, fuch as Readings Me-- 
ditationj receiving the Sacramint^ &c. (as 
too many, I doubt, do, who think, when 
they have faid their Prayers, or been at the 
Sacrament, all is well, and they have no- 
thing more to do) but we muft, to Prayer, 
join our own Endeavours^ and not imagine, 
that Prayers operate like a Charm^ and will 
make a Man good whether be will or no. 
Prayer indeed has a natural Tendency to 
promote a holy hife^ but Prayer alone will 
not do it ; there is a great deal more re- 
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quired to make a Man a good Chriftian ; 
he muft endeavour to form in his JVIind that 
inward Purity and Holinefs which he prays 
for, and muft ftrive and labour to attain 
that true Sandification of his Nature, 
which is the great End of all Religion ; in 
(hort, he muft make it the chief Bufinefs 
of his Life, ts walk worthy of the Lordj 
unto all fileqfingj being fruitful in every 
good Work^ and increafing in the Knowledge 
of God*. 

And now, what remains, but to exhort 
all Chriftians, as they have any Regard for 
the Happinefs both of their Souls and Bo^ 
dies ; as they value the Favour of God, and 
would not deprive themfelves of ^fureRe-- 
fuge in Times of Trouble and Temptation, 
nor fall under the Power and Dominion of 
their Lufts and Paflions, thofe cruel and 
tyrannical Majiers (to fet us free from which 
our Saviour vouchfafed to come into the 
World and die) that they would, in the 
Ajiqftle^s Sen{e,^r^zy without ceajing ; that 
is,, not only be v^x^^ frequent in Prayer to 
God, hut. keep up in their Minds fuch a. 
devout and holy Flame\, that they may be al- 
ways in a fit Difpojition to pray ; To in* 
treat them, I fay, that they would not neg- 

• Col. i. lo. 
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left a Futy which is attended with fuchun- 
Ipcakable Advantages ; but that they would 
firay frequently to God in private, and if 
they have Families^ that they would every 
Morning and Evening pray to God with 
them too, and alfb join in xhcpublick Pray^ 
crs of the Church as oft as they can. - 

This, I am perfuaded, is the moft likely 
Way we can take to procure the Favour of 
God, and to draw down the Bleffings of his 
Providence upon ourfelves and Families ; 
this will make our Bodies the Temples of 
the Holy Ghoft, and invite that blejfed Spirit 
to take up his Rcjidence in our Souls ; in 
fliort, this will fill our Minds with Joy, an<l 
Peace, and Comfort in this World, and 
through the Mercy of God, and the Merits 
of his dear Son, will make us everlaftingly 
happy in that which is to come* 

I cannot conclude this Difcourfe, with- 
out acquainting the Reader, that when I 
recommend the Duty of Prayer, I would 
be underftood to include in it that of Praift 
and Thank/giving ; which being a Thing 
fo excellent in itlelf, fo highly conducing 
to the Glory of God, and fofuitable to the? 
Isiature of a Creature, it ought ^without all 
doubt) to have a very great Share in our 
Devotions. 

One 
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Oiie would think, indeed, there (hould 
be no Neceflity of recommending a Duty 
fb pleafing in itfelf, and io agreeable to an 
ingenuous Mind ; and yet whoever looks 
abroad into the World, wHlfihd that Men 
are very apt to overlook the. Blcflings of 
God, or, at leaft, very quickly to forget 
them ; and then it. is uh Wonder if they 
feldom or never rettirn Thanlcs for them; 
Were there not teri cleanfed? faidotirblefled 
Saviour^ y when he healed the Lepers ; but 
where are the nine ? There are ^ not found 
that returned to give Glory to God^ fav^ 
this Stranger. And was the Enquiry now 
to be made, I doubt the Difproportion 
would be much greater between thofe that 
receive Bleffings from the Hands of God, 
and thofe that are truly thankful for them. 
What thro' the Pride of fome, who think 
that all they receive from God is but the 
juft Reward of their Merits : the Cove-^ 
toufnefs zw^ Ambition of others, who, from 
a greedy Deiire of more, overlook what at 
prefent they enjoy ; or from: an unhappy 
complaining Temper in a third Sort, who 
(not content to take their Share of the or- 
dinary Troubles and Cares of Life) expe6l 
that every Thing fhouldconlpire to make 

* LukexvU,. I7j i8. 
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them eafy, and being diiappointed of this, 
are apt to undervalue theBIeffings that God 
has beftowed upon them ; or laftly, from 
ihe wicked and profane Lives of many 
more, who being immerfed in Brutijhnefs 
and Senfuality^ have loft almdft all Notions, 
not only of the Providence of God, but of 
the great Thinj^s he has done for us ; I fay,^ 
what from thefe, and fuch like unhap/iy 
CaufeSj it comes to pafs, that the great Duty 
of Praije and Thank/giving to God, is very 
much negle£ied\ and, I fear, even among 
Jome, who, in other Refpe6ts, are very care- 
ful of their Duty. 

*Tis ftrange, I confefs, that fuch a weak 
and depending Creature as Man is.that owes 
his Being, and all the Comforts of it, to the 
great Love and Bounty of his Creator, and 
that cannot poffibly fublift one Moment, but 
by the Will and Power of God, fhould neg- 
ledl to pay him the confksintTriiuteof Prai/e 
and Thank/giving ; this 1 fay, is ftrange, if 
we coftfiderMan barely as a Creature^ made 
and fupported by the Almighty Arm of 
God, who upholds all Things by the Word 
oj his Power *. 

. But then bow much more ftrange and 
furprifing will this ungrateful Behaviour of

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Man appear to be, if we confider him as a 
Sinner, redeemed Tas St, Peter fays) not 
withcorru/itible Things^ as Silver and Gold^ 
— but with the precious Blood of the Son of 
God. If we look upon him under the 
different Chara6lcr St. Pa/// gives of him *, 
to wit. Once dead in Tref/iajfes and Sins^ 
walking according to the Prince of the 
Power of the Aii\ the S/iirit that now 
ivorketh in the Children of Difobedience'^ 
/laving his Converjation in the Lujis of 
tfa Flejli, fulfilling the Defires of the Flejh^ 
and of the Mind : a Child of Wrath^ with^ 
cut Chrifi^ an Alien from the Common^- 
zvealth of l{r2iclj and a Stranger from the 
Covenant ofPromife^ having no Ho/ie^ and 
without God in the World ; But nOw^ in 
Chrifi Jefus^ ma-de nigh by the Blood of 
Chrifi^ no more a Foreigner and Stranger^ 
but a FclloW'Citizen v^ith the Saints, and 
of the Houfiiold of God^jufiified by Faiths 
and having Peace with God through our 
LordJefus Chrifi'f. I fay, if we confider 
Man with this different View^ how much 
more aftonifliing is it, that a Sinner thus- 
redeemed, thus loved and honoured, fhould 
ever be found wanting in Praife and 
Thankifgiving ! It is the leaft Return that

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we can make to-God^ for all his Good- 
nefs ; and yet, if it proceeds from a truly 
thankful Hearty and is followed with a 
Jincere Obedience^ it is what he will moft 
undoubtedly accej^t. 

O let us then be perfuaded frequently 
and ferioufly to think upon the great 
Things God ha? done for us ! Let us 
endeavour to poflefs our Minds with a 
true Senfe of his wonderful Love to Man- 
kind, nxanifefted in all his Works oiQrea-- 
tion and Providence ; but chiefly in that 
ftupendous Work of our Redemfition ; let 
us think upon the Breadth and Lengthy the 
Depth and Height h of that Love of Chrijtj 
which pajfeih all Knowledge \ that our 
Hearts being inflamed with the Divine 
Love, we mayfiraife the Lord for his Good-^ 
nefs *, and declare the JVgnders that He 
doth for the Children of Men ; that we 
may offer unto Him the Sacrifice ofThankf 
giving^ and tell out his Works with Glad^ 
nefs ; and may not only refolve with the 
holy Pfalmifi^ That his Vraifes fitall ever 
he in our mtkuths : " But that we will 
" fhew forth t&ofe Praifes in our Lives, 
alfo by giving up ourfelves to hiis Ser- 
vice, and by walking before him in Ho- 

:ry V * PftLcvU. 2l,JW» . 
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♦' linefs and Righteoufnefs all the Days of 
" our Lives." 

This is what our Praifes fhould alwaj^ 
lead to, or elfe they will be but vain Obla^ 
iions : For God is a ^egarder of the Heart ; 
and unlefs there is^a Principle of L,ove and 
Obedience rooted there, the moft exalted 
Praifes will never reach his EariS.

Breaches and Violations of them ; But the 
Careful Reading of the Holy Scriptures j 
more efpecially the New Tejiamentj to- 
gether with the Checks and Reproofs of 
every Man's Cdnfcience, will abundantly 
ibppfy this Defeft. The Method here 
propofed will, I believe, (if carefully at- 
tended to) affift any one in getting a 
competent Knowledge of his own State 
and Condition. 

* I think it proper to obfcrve here, that 
divers Methods have been propofed by 
wife and good Men to aflifl us in the 
Examination of ourfelves, and to render 
it more eafy unto us. I will but juft 
mention fome of them, and refer you to 
fbme Books of Piety wherein they are 
treated of at large, 

* Some have coUeded a (hort Summary 
of the Sins forbidden, and Duties com- 
manded in the Holy Scriptures, and ex- 
amined themfelves thereby. See Dr^

* Others have reduced the Sum and Sub- 
fiance of our Duty to the Ten Command^ 
ments; and by the Help thereof have, with 
great Advantage, performed this necef- 
fary Work. See the Art of Catechifing,/?. 
15, Gfce 57, S?r. Dr. Comber on the 
Common- Prayer ; His Difcourfe on the 
Communion- Office ; or any Expofition 
of the Ten Commandments. Some have 
examined themfelves by our hordes Ser^ 
mon on the Mounts contauied in the 5th, 
6th, and 7th Chapters of St. Maf//>5^«;. 
See Dr. Hammond's Rxpojition o/'Chrifl*s 
Sermon on the Mount in his Praftical 
Catechifm, Lib. 2. Se£f. i, &c. Others 
have followed that general Divifion of 
Duty mentioned by St. Pauly Tit. ii.

I have offended thee by evil Thoughts 
of many Kinds ; by vain, rafh, falfe, or 
wicked Words, and by many unjuft and 
ungodly Deeds, which I have committed 
againft the Diftates of Reafon, the Checks 
of my own Conlcience, and the known 
Precepts of my Duty. 

II. I have too often neglefted the Duties 
of Religion, which is the great and im- 
portant Concern of my Life. And when I 
have performed them, it hath been often 
carelefly and out of Cuftom, or without 
due Affe6tion and Attention of Mind. 

I have not ferved thee with that Purity 
©f Intention, with that Sincerity of Heart, 
with that Fervency of Spirit, with that 

Zeal 
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Zeal for thy Glpry, with that Watchful- 
nefs. Care, Diligen.ee, and Conftancy, that 
I ought. 

If I have been, at any Tirtic fcnfible of 
my Sins and Infirmities, I have not pre- 
ferved fuch a Senfe of them, as ought ta 
have made me more circumfpecl, and 
w^atchful againft them, or lefe liable to cen- 
furc or condemn other Men ; but have too 
raflily condemned my Neighbour, or im- 
paired his Credit, or given Countenance? 
to others who have done fb, or not dit 
couraged them in fo doing, as I might and 
ought. 

IIL The Pleafures and Bufineis of this 
Life, or the Defires of growing Rich, or 
being Great, have caufed me too often to 
forget that I am but a Stranger upon Earth, 
and that my Days are as a Shadow, that 
will (bon pafs away. 

Nor have I {o far difengaged my Heart, 
as by thy Grace I might, from all Things 
here below, as to have my Hopes and Af- 
feflions principally fet on Things above, 
and on that Happinefs which will laft for 
CAermore. 

But I have been too anxious and folici- 
tous for the Things of this Life, not confix 
dering that precious Promife, that if I firft 

feek 
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feck the Kingdom of God, and hisBigl^^ 
oufiieis, all'Thiugs neoeifary (hall beadiM 
unto me. 

Nor have I been fo coAtentedf wirii my 
Condition in this World, nor fo refigned # 
thy Providence, as I ought.

IV. I have not been fufBcieiitly thank-' 
ful for the continued EfFefts of thy Bounty 
towards me. Neither have I received the 
adfii6ling Difpenfations of thy Providence 
with fuch Patience and Submiflion as is due 
to thy Wildom, nor made -fuch Improve- 
ments and Advantages of them, as thy 
Goodnefs did thereby intend me. 

V. I know that Religion has nothing in 
it that is worthy of Blame or Reproach^ 
but is of all Things the moft comely, and 
worthy of a Man ; and yec out of a foolifli 
Regard to the Opinions and Cenfures of 
Men, I have too often been afhamed to 
praftife divers important Duties, and to 
ditcounteiiance the evil Pra^ilices or Vices 

of 
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of others, or to own the Caufe of Virtue 
and Piety ; not'confidering, that#hofbever 
is afhamed of Chrifl and his Words, in thii 
adulterous . and finful Generation, of him 
fhall the Son of Man be afliamed, when he 
Cometh in the Glory of his Father with the 
Holy Angels. 

VI. I believe that all Scripture is given 
by Infpiration of God, and is profitable 
for Doftrine, for Reproof, for CorreSion, 
for Inftru6lion in Righteoufnefs, that fuch 
as defire, and fincerely endeavour to' ferv^ 
thee truly, may berperfefl, thoroughly fur- 
nifhed unto all good Works.

But, O bleffed God, thou haft vouchfafed 
to declare thyfelf a God gracious and mer- 
ciful, forgiving Iniquity, Tranlgreffion, and 
Sin. 

Hear me therefore, O moft merciful Fa- 
ther, and look with Pity upon me, who, in 
the Behalf of my felf, and of the finful Peo- 
ple of this Land, fall low on my Knees be- 
fore thee, begging for Mercy and Pardon 
at the Throne of Grace. 

O Lord, I do moft ibrrowfully confefs, 

that 
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that we are a wicked and rebellious Peo- 
ple, notwithftanding the manifold, and 
often repeated Mercies, which thou haft 
vouchfafed us. Thou haft fhewn us won- 
derful Things in thy Goodnefi, O God of 
our Salvation, and haft hitherto protedled 
both our Church and Nation from fecret 
Treachery and open Violence. Thou haft 
continued to us the Light of thy glorious 
Gofpcl, the Benefit of thy Word and Sacra- 
ment;s ; thou haft preferved to us our holy 
Religion, reformed from thofe Errors and 
Corruptions which prevail . in many other 
Nations ; and haft blefted as wich Liberty; 
Safety^ and Plenty ; whilft fo many of our 
Brethren Abroad are perfecuted and en- 
flaved, and whilft other Countries have 
groaned under the Miferies and Calamities 
of Tyranny, Bloodflicd, and Ruin. Thou 
haft given us fruitful Seafons, and many 
other great and invaluable Bleilings ; and 
for many Years haft preferved us from 
Famine, Peftilence, and Earthquakes, and 
from Civil and Inteftine Wars; and whea 
thou haft corrected us, it has been like a 
kind and tender Father, in Mercy and 
Gentlenefs, letting us fee, that not ouar 
Ruin, but our Amendment was intended 
thereby.

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And now, O Lord, after all thefe Ob- 
ligations, all thcfe Bleffings, what Man- 
ner of Perlbns ought we to have been in 
all holy Converfation and Godlinefe? But, 
alas ! to our Shame and Confufion it muft 
be confefled, that we have ftiewn our- 
felves very unworthy of thefe thy Mer- 
cies ; and inftead of making fuitable Re- 
turns for thy Goodnefs and Loving- Kind- 
nets, have by a long Courfe of Sin and 
Rebellion, greatly provoked thy Wrath and 
tndio^n^tion againft us. We have blaf- 
phemed that holy Name whereby we are 
ciilled, and by our enormous Pradices, 
have made our Lives as notorious for Vice, 
a6 they fliould have been eminent for Vir- 
tue and Piety. 

We have abufed our Plenty,, by Riot 
bnd Luxury ; our Liberty, by Licentieuf- 
\tti% ; our Eafe and Safety, by Strife, and 
Envying, and Divifions amongil ourfelves* 
We have not expreffed a due Senfe of the 
ineilimable Benefirs of the Gofpd^ nor 
brought forth Fruits worthy of it; but 
while We call ourfelves Chriftian^ com« 
mit fuch Things as ouglit ^lot fo much as to 
W named among us. Nay, O Lord^ fo lit** 
tie <3o we retain of t|»e Pow6f of ttodlineisy 
that many among us have now caft ^^ thfe 

-- very

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very Form thereof, denying the Lord that 
bought them, and all the Revelations that he 
has made of his Will ; trampling upon all 
that is facred^ and not only think, but fay^ 
There is no God. 

This, O Lord, is the fad and deplo- 
rable State of this finful Nation ; which 
1 unfcignedly grieve for, and lament be- 
fore thee; and the more, becaufe my 
own Sins (with Sorrow I confcfs it) have 
contributed to fill up the Meafure of our 
Iniquities^ 

I confefs, O God, that I have grievoufly 
offended thee by \Here you may name your 
fai'ttcuhr Sins.\ 

It is of thy Mercy, O God, that we are 
not confumed, and becaufe thy Compaflion^ 
fail not: For (houldeft thou have dealt with 
us after our Sins, and rewarded us accord^ 
ing to our Iniquities^ we had long before 
this been like as Sodom and Gomorrah^ or 
fwept away by ibme other fudden and fe* 
vere DeflruAion. 

But, O merciful Father, thou haft (hewn 
thy(elf to be a God gracious and merciful^ 
flow to Anger, and of great Kindne^, not 
wiilinug that any fhould periih^ but that all 
ifaould come to Repentance : thou haft 
^rcxl us when we deferv6d PuAiihment» 

and 
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and in the Midfl of Judgment haft remem* 
bered Mercy. 

In Mercy, O God, awaken us all to a 
true ai^d deep Senfe of our manifold and 
often repeated Provocations ; and for thy 
Name*s Sake, and for the Sake of thy Son 
Jefus Chrift our Lord, pardon the great 
and crying Sins of this whole Nation;

To whom with thee, Q 
Father, and the Holy Spirit 6f Grace arid 
San£lification, be afcribed, as is moft due, 
all Glory, Honour, Adoration, and Praife, 
both now and for ever.
